Jot'ESAL, we took the ground 
unsolicited, 


that Mr. Thompson was working for the best 
interests of Racine, no matter if he was 
working for himself at the same time. He 
was buying property, building shops, and 
enlarging :he facilities for manufacturing ev- 
erything pertaining to roilroads; employing 
a lar^e number of hands who live among us 
and furnish trade for our merchants, grocers, 
Ac. ^s we understand it. Mr. Thompson 
net only purchased product and brought it here 
on the railroad, but that he also purchased a 
large amount in the streets, thereby bring- 
ing in a large ?.mount of business that would 
have otherwise went to some other point. If 
these things are so, the citizens of Racine 
should givs encouragement and hold op the 
hands of all such persons. 
What Racine 


waats to do, is to attend to the business of 
getting up facilities for trade, and then there 
will be no danger but what it will come here.

We don't, want to pay any 
attention to Milwaukee, no matter if she is 
larger than we are ; let her drive another nail 
in her own coffin, by running in debt to build 
a road to tap us.

ton shoulder, 28 per ct.; turkeys lost 
20 p.-r ct.; mutton legs and shoulder?. 
•24 per ct.: ducks, '27 per ct.; 


Boiling bec-f saves more than four 


per cent, over roasting. If a leg of 
mutton is boileu, it looses ten per cent; 
if roasted, 25 per ct. 


The fatter meat is, the greater tin- 


loss ; it should be moderately fat to 
make it tender, but there is EH unprofi 
table fatness. 


Eleven pounds of roast beef ribs 


looses two pounds, and tlie bones om- 
pound, so that of tlie eleven pounds 
bought, only ci"iit pounds come to the 
table.

inNewYork.ii) April, 1364,20 cents 
a pound at the butcher's stall, it is more 
than 31 cents a pound on the dinner- 
table. 
It is philosophically true that out- 


pound of clenr roast beef is more con- 
centrated than one potinil of boiled 
beef, lias Its? water in it, and hence 
jaay contain more nourishment; but 
the'more concentrated food is, the more 
v.uwholesome it is. not only because it 
requires a greater digestive power to 
convert it i'r.to pure blood, butthe sense 
of sufficiency nt meals is induced, to a 
considerable" extent, by the bulk of 
what is taken, and if we eat coneen- 
tratod food until there is bulk enough 
to reduce the feeling of hunger, then- 
is so much nutriment in it. that nature 
can't extract it all in a pr-rfect manner: 
hence t litre is not only too much nntri- 
mer.t for the wauts of" the system, bin 
all of it is imperfectly prepared, and 
we reallv <-'ei less s'tn-.igih and less 
j.ure blood out of it than if much less- 
had been eaten, or it had been taken 
in a mnre bulky, or, if you please, a 
more watery condition.
